chasing,  and  accounting  systems.  In  addition,  he

From  The  Rabbi’s  Desk 

From  time  to  time  I  have  argued  against  the 
waves  of  popular  mysticism  and  spirituality  that 
arose  as  protest  movements  from  Jews  who  were 
spiritually  undernourished  and  sometimes 
starved. 

I  cannot  deny,  however,  that  such  movements 
have  often  breathed  a  new  life  into  what  had 
become  a  dry  intellectual  exercise.  In  spite  of 
my  Lithuanian  background  and  training,  I  real¬ 
ize  that  expertise  of  the  mind  can  replace  the 
piety  of  the  heart. 

An  English  colleague,  Rabbi  Lionel  Blue,  has 
written  of  these  dangers,  but  points  out  that  the 
path  of  argument  and  dialectic  has  many  safe¬ 
guards  and  refinements.  Its  intellectual  integrity 
has  stood  the  Jewish  world  in  good  stead  and  has 
been  its  strength. 

Some  minutes  before  the  German  invasion  of 
Lithuania  in  1940  the  Rabbi  of  the  great  Talmu¬ 
dic  College  of  Slabodka,  there,  gave  this  speech: 

“With  the  full  weight  of  the  authority  granted  to 
me  as  your  rabbi,  I  command  you  to  leave  me 
here.  You  must  flee  and  save  yourselves!  Take 
heed  of  your  bodies  and  your  souls.  Do  not  place 
your  lives  in  danger  unnecessarily  because  of  the 
lightening  bolt  that  strikes  from  without,  but  do 
not  think  for  one  fleeting  instant  that  you  must 
sacrifice  your  lives  for  inner  spiritual  matters.  I 
beseech  and  adjure  you  to  remember  always 
those  of  our  people  who  fell  at  the  hands  of  the 
murderers.  My  dear  students,  always  remember 
the  Nehardea  of  Lithuania,  the  Yeshiva  of 
Slabodka.  And  when  the  world  returns  again  to 
stability  and  quiet,  never  become  weary  of 
teaching  the  glories,  the  wisdom,  the  Torah,  and 
the  Musar  [i.e.,  the  law  and  discipline  of 
Lithuania],  the  beautiful  and  ethical  life  which 
Jews  live  here.  Do  not  become  embittered  by 
wailing  and  tears.  Speak  of  these  matters  with 
calmness  and  serenity,  as  did  our  holy  sages. 
And  so  as  our  holy  sages  have  done  —  pour 
forth  your  words  and  cast  them  into  letters.  This 


will  be  the  greatest  retribution  which  you  can 
wreak  upon  these  wicked  ones.  Despite  the 
raging  wrath  of  our  foes  the  holy  souls  of  your 
brothers  and  sisters  will  then  remain  alive. 
These  evil  ones  schemed  to  blot  our  names  from 
the  face  of  the  earth;  but  a  man  cannot  destroy 
letters.  For  words  have  wings;  they  mount  up  to 
the  heavenly  heights  and  they  endure  for  eter¬ 
nity.” 

The  greatness  of  study  came  from  the  purifica¬ 
tion  which  accompanied  it.  It  was  this  which 
made  the  argument  and  study  holy.  Without  it 
study  becomes  mere  cleverness  and  falls  into  the 
same  traps  as  the  modern  Ph.D  industry.  The 
warning  is  contained  in  the  earliest  writings  of 
the  Talmud,  Study  of  Torah,  it  says,  must  not  be 
used  as  a  spade  to  dig  with,  nor  as  a  crown  to 
crown  yourself  with.  It  must  be  done  for  its  own 
sake.  Time  and  time  again  through  tractate  after 
tractate  the  words  “for  its  own  sake”  are  used. 
This  was  the  great  defense  against  using  religion 
for  ambition  and  vanity  —  a  dangerous  mixture.

Moreover,  Barrie  is  always  open  and  ready  to 
assist  the  “arms”  of  the  congregation  with  the 
implementation  of  their  programming  and  is 
always  available  to  whomever  needs  him  or  just 
to  say  “hello.” 

Barrie  says  he  looks  forward  to  coming  to  work 
each  day  —  a  day  that  begins  at  7:30  a.m.  and 
often  ends  late  because  of  evening  meetings 
— and  that  diversity,  challenges,  and  satisfac¬ 
tions  abound  in  his  position.  He  feels  that  the 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  is  a  unique  institution 
because  of  the  dedication  of  its  congregants  both 
to  the  synagogue  and  to  the  greater  Jewish 
community.  Also,  the  respect  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  have  for  each  other  and 
for  the  professional  staff  is  one  of  the  main 
factors  which  makes  working  at  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  so  pleasurable  and  rewarding.

New  Assistant  Rabbi — Melissa  F.  Crespy 


Rabbi  Melissa  F.  Crespy,  or¬ 
dained  last  month  by  the  Rabbin¬ 
ical  School  of  The  Jewish  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary  of  America, 
was  elected  as  the  new  Assistant 
Rabbi  of  the  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue  at  the  synagogue’s  An¬ 
nual  Congregational  Meeting  held 
on  Thursday,  May  16,  1991. 

The  recipient  of  two  important 
Seminary  awards,  the  Dr.  Mi¬ 
chael  Higger  Prize  in  Talmud, 
in  1986,  and  the  Stephen  Henry 
Shefrin  Memorial  Prize  for  ex¬ 
cellence  in  studies,  in  1988,  Rabbi  Crespy 
obtained  her  B.A.  degree  with  honors  from 
McGill  University  in  French  literature  and  mod¬ 
em  languages  in  1981  and  an  M.B.A.  degree  in 
finance  and  international  business  from  New 
York  University  in  1985. 

In  addition,  she  comes  to  us  with  pulpit,  chaplaincy/ 
counseling,  administrative,  research,  and  teach¬ 
ing  and  youth  work  experience  gained  over  a  six 
year  period,  from  1985  to  1991.  In  1989,  she 
served  as  a  rabbinic  intern  at  our  synagogue, 
under  the  supervision  of  Rabbi  Lincoln,  and, 
from  1990  until  her  ordination,  as  a  rabbinic 
intern  at  the  Summit  Jewish  Community  Center 
in  Summit,  N.J.,  under  Rabbi  William  Horn. 
Rabbi  Crespy  also  has  officiated  as  the  rabbi  of 
The  Bolton  Street  Synagogue,  a  50-family- 
member  synagogue  in  Baltimore,  Maryland  from 
1988  to  1990  and  for  the  Shaarei  Haim  Syna¬ 
gogue  in  Richmond  Hill  (Toronto),  Ontario, 
where  she  led  High  Holy  Day  Services,  in  1990. 


During  the  summer  of  1988, 
she  was  a  chaplain  at  the  Me¬ 
morial  Sloan -Kettering  Cancer 
Center  and  then  a  rabbinic  advi¬ 
sor  on  the  JTS  Jewish  Informa¬ 
tion  Phone  Line  from  1989  to 
1990. 

Administratively,  she  assisted 
the  coordinator  of  the  OMETZ 
(now  KOAH)  college  outreach 
program  of  Conservative  Juda¬ 
ism  from  1985  to  1986  and  was 
the  Research  Assistant  to  the 
Dean  of  the  Rabbinical  School 
of  the  JTS,  Rabbi  Gordon  Tucker,  Assistant 
Professor  of  Jewish  Philosophy,  from  1987  until 
recently. 

Since  1986,  she  also  has  taught  in  a  Hebrew 
School,  a  religious  high  school  in  Israel,  and  in 
an  adult  Jewish  education  program,  tutored  a 
college  conversion  candidate,  and  served  as  an 
Israeli  tour  leader  for  Ramah  Seminars  in  Israel. 

Prior  to  beginning  the  Rabbinical  program  at 
The  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of  America, 
she  was  an  international  credit  analyst  for 
Manufacturers  Hanover  Trust  in  New  York 
from  1982  to  1985. 

She  not  only  is  fluent  in  French  and  almost  so  in 
Hebrew,  but  has  a  working  knowledge  of  Span¬ 
ish  as  well. 

We  are  sure  members  of  the  congregation  will 
want  to  come  to  Friday  evening  and  Shabbat 
services  to  meet  Rabbi  Crespy  and  make  her  feel 
a  welcome  new  member  of  our  congregation.

Tisha  B’Av  Will  Be  Observed 
At  Service  On  July  20 

From  sundown,  Saturday,  July  20th  to  sundown, 
Sunday,  July  21st,  Tisha  B’Av  (the  ninth  day  of 
the  month  of  Av)  is  observed  by  Jews  worldwide 
as  a  day  of  remembrance  of  the  many  tragic 
events  in  the  Jewish  historical  past. 

At  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  a  special  service  in 
observance  of  Tisha  B’Av  will  take  place  on 
Saturday  evening,  July  20th,  beginning  at  8:30 
p.m.  At  this  time,  the  Minhah  Service  will  be 
recited,  followed  by  the  Tisha  B’Av  Service. 

The  reflective  mood  of  Tisha  B’Av  is  clearly 
portrayed  in  the  liturgical  poetry  recited  during 
the  service.  The  beauty  of  the  haunting  kinot 
(dirges)  is  brought  to  life  through  soul-stirring 
musical  settings. 

In  this  unique  service,  the  lights  are  dimmed, 
candles  are  lit,  and  the  events  of  the  past  are 
recalled  through  readings  in  the  Book  of  Lamen¬ 
tations,  selections  of  appropriate  poetry,  and  the 
singing  of  liturgical  music. 

Report  From  The  Mazer  School 
of  Religious  Studies 

This  year  has  been  an  exciting  and  fruitful  year 
for  us,  as  Co-Directors,  as  well  as  for  our 
teachers  and  students.

Synagogue  Early  Childhood 
Center 

Applications  for  Nursery  School  for  the  1992-93 
school  year  will  be  accepted  starting  on  Wednes¬ 
day,  September  4,  1991.  After  approximately 
225  applications  have  been  received,  names  will 
be  placed  on  an  application  waiting  list.  There 
are  two  reason  for  this:  it  is  not  possible  to 
consider  more  than  this  number  of  children,  nor 
is  it  fair  to  parents  to  accept  more  applications 
since  the  number  of  new  places  is  rarely  more 
than  45.  The  deadline  for  returning  applications 
is  Monday,  November  25,  1991.  Applications 
received  after  this  date  will  not  be  accepted. 

Tours  of  the  Early  Childhood  Center  for  parents 
will  begin  in  mid-October  and  continue  through 
mid-December  and  will  be  scheduled  as  appli¬ 
cations  are  received.  Then,  the  children  are  seen 
in  play  sessions  and  small  age-matched  groups 
starting  in  January,  1992. 

Children  of  families  who  have  been  members  of 
the  synagogue  for  at  least  one  year,  as  of 
September,  1991,  are  given  priority.  These 
families  may  choose  the  Early  Legacy  Notifica¬ 
tion  Plan  established  last  year  by  the  Independ¬ 
ent  Schools  Admissions  Association  of  Greater 
N  York  (ISAAGNY).  They  will  be  informed 
their  status  in  early  February,  1992.  Other 
families  will  be  notified  in  March.  (PASECC 
abides  strictly  by  ISAAGNY  rules  in  informing 
parents  of  their  status).  Families  who  choose  the 
Early  Notification  Plan  are  given  strong  prior¬ 
ity.  We  do,  of  course,  reserve  the  right  to 
determine  whether  or  not  we  think  we  will  be 
able  to  meet  the  family’s  needs.  If  a  family  does 
not  choose  the  Early  Notification  Plan  we  make 
the  assumption  that  we  are  not  the  family’s  first 
choice  school.  In  this  case  the  child  no  longer 
has  priority  and  becomes  equal  to  all  other 
children  in  the  applicant  pool.  (We  do  not  give 
priority  to  non-member  siblings.) 

We  urge  all  families  to  talk  with  us  about  then- 
needs  and  to  ask  questions  about  anything  that  is 
not  clear  concerning  our  admissions  policies. 
Our  goal  is  not  to  exclude  but  to  include  as  many 
children  as  we  possibly  can.
